Some Winter Bargains 





Citrus fruits, onions, and 
the southern vegetab‘es are 
excaptions to somewhat 
higher food prices this 
winter. This item of in- 
terest to housewives comes 
from the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. Since 
the harvest season the 
prices of oranges and grape- 
fruit have fallen steadily, 
and, because of record 
breaking supplies, prices 
are not likely to rise much. 
Distribution for Federal 
relief has tended to reduce 
the pressure on the market 
but not enough to prevent 
continued low prices. 

Onions are a bargain 
vegetable when their price 
is considered in relation to 
the other staples. The 
abundant crop accounts 
for their cheapness, Al- 
though the wholesale price 
rose some during the stcr- 
age season, there was less 
rise in retai] markets and 
the prospect is for general 
supplies until spring at no 
great advance Shipments 
of southern fresh vegetables 
such as spinach, peas, 
green benas, lettuce celery, 
carrots, tomatoes, and cab- 
bage, tend to increase and 
prices to decline with the 
| Progress of the season and 
{the absence of severe 
weather damage to crops. 
| Food prices near the be- 
jginning of the new year 
|were moderately higher 
|(8 percent wholesa‘e) than 
a yearago. This uptrend 
was world-wide. Changes 
in prices of butter, meats, 
potatoes, and apples, seem 
likely to be upward during 
the remainder of the winter.

Success of Snow Sur- 
veys Depends On 
Summer Work 





Although actual meas- 
urement of mountain sncw, 
to determine next sum- 
mer’s supply of irrigation 
water, is made in the late 
winter months, much of 
the work required judg- 
mentand endurance takes 
place in July and August, 
These are the months, says 
George R. Boyd, Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Engineering, 
which directs the surveys, 
when new courses must be 
laid out, old courses clear- 
ed, and cabin shelters re- 
stocked with firewood and 
food. More than 300 new 
courses were established 
this year. 

Locations of snow. cour- 
ses is a science in itself. 
An acurate forecast of next 
summer's water requires an 
intimate knowledge of the 
way snow blows and drifts 
with the wind, for the ob- 
jective is to obtain in the 
length of a course, usually 
about 1,000 feet, snow 
measurements _represent- 
ative of snowfall over many 
square miles, Experience 
nas shown that, in the Cas- 
cade Range at least, pro- 
perly located courses may 
represent conditions on 


_|several watersheds, as 
_| snowfall for any year seems 


to be uniform over large 
areas at comparable ele- 
vations.

Rising prices were 
the result of this demand 
and of the stronger market 
for peanut oil. 

An increasing number of 
manufacturers are putting 
out refined peanut oil, ac- 


cording to information 
reaching the Bureau 
During the past few 


months, peanut oi! crushers 
in the South that formerly 
sold crude peanut only to 
refineries are themselves 
refining the oil and selling 
it in small paiis and cans 
for bome use.

The seeds are planted 
about tne first of February 
in a greenhouse flat. A 
few weeks later, when the 
plant has come up and 
started a few leaves, it is 
transferred to an individuai 
gallon can or a 6 to 8 inch 
greenhouse pot. By the 
latter part of May or first 
part of June the seedling 
attains a growth of 12 to 
16 incles from which three 
to four buds ean be ubtain- 
ed. 

These are “T”’ budding 
into vigorous rootstocks or, 
bearing vines which have 
been growing in the vine- 
yard. They are wrapped 
securely with rubber graft- 
ing tape and the cane is 
pinched off at the tip to 
check terminal growth. A 
week to 10 days later the 
shoot is cut back to the 
bud, leavingtsome of ,the 
original leaves as shade. 
As three or four buds are 
in-erted in each shoot the 
weaker ones are pinched) 
back and only the strong- 
est allowed to grow. These 
shoots under the conditions 
at Fresno will bear fruit in 
August of the second year, 
about 18 months after the} 
original seeds were planted. 

During the past year 
Snyder and Harmon made 
over 1,500 “T” buds and 
about 80 percent grew suc- 
cessfully.

lost a new effort to 
escape a jury prescribed 
prison term Tuesday when 
Judge Ezra T. Carter de- 
nied her motion for a third 
trial. 

Her attorney, Charles 
Henry Smith, of Alexan- 
dria, immediately noted an 
appeal and was granted a 
period of 90 days to per- 
fect the appeal Miss 
Maxwell’s $15,000 bond 
was renewed. 

Judge Carter ruled that 
evidence presented in the 
second trial was sufficient 
to support the jury’s ver- 
dict of second degree mur- 
der, under which the 22- 
year old former school 
teacher was sentenced to 
20 years in prison.

Marine Burial In 

Japan Paved Way 

For Missions 

On a quiet hillside near 
Yokohoma, Japan, lies the 
grave of Private Robert 
Williams, whose burial 
there was one of the most 
significant events in the 
history of the Christian 
Missions. It broke down 
the barriers of Japanese 
opposition to Christianity, 
and formed an opening 
wedge for the preaching of 
the Gospel in the Land of 
Nippon. 

Private Williams was 
with the U. S. Marines 
who accompanied Commo- 
dore Matthews C. Perry, 
to Japao, where an import- 
ant treaty was signed in 
1854. Following the mar- 
ine’s death aboard sbip,

according to a repor re- 
cently made public by the 
U S Department of Agri- 
culture. : 

The old way was for the, 
rancher to take his cattle) 
out on the road and ride 
berd on them with the aid 
of dogs and horses, dr ving 
them along the bighway to 
the market center, 

For larger markets, the 
ranchers would drive their 
catt'e into town and load 
them on railroad cars. 
Any way you look at it, a 
cloud of dust was the 
almost inevitable accom- 
Ppaniment of the market 

But today the truck has 
shown itself to beso econo- 
mical and so effective that 
it now transports a large 
| percentage of all livestock. 
The Department of Agri- 
culture report shows that 
during fast year, 56 per 
cent, or mgre than half of 
all cattle; and 67 per cent, 
or more than two-thirds of 
all calves, received at ihe 
principal markets of the 
|country arrived by truck. 





Truck deliveries of hogs

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Heartwood Deter- 
mines How Long a 
Post ‘Lasts 

Which lasts longer: 
Round or split fence posts? 
is a question frequently 
asked of the United States 
F rest Service. 

When fence posts are un- 
treated it is not a question 
of selecting round or split 
pasts, say scientists of the 
Forest. Service. Several 
years research at the For- 
est Products Laboratory in 
Wisconsin show that gener- 
ally it is the amount and 
kind of beartwood that 
really Cetermines how long 
@ post lasts. 

Such treés as the Osage, 
cedar, black locust, or 
chestnut make good fence 
posts because they have 
plenty of durab'e heart-| 
wood. Douglas fir and/ 
southern yellow pine make 
fairly good posts but the; 
heartwood is not so lasting. 
On the other hand, the 
amount of heartwood in the 
cottonwood, basswood, | 
spruce, and hemlock is not 
important as neither sap- 
wood nor heartwood is 
lasting. They make poor 
posts either split or round. 

From a practical stand- 
point an untreated split 
post may be better than 
an untreated round post. 
If the round post has al 
great. deal of sapwood) 
around the heartwood, then) 
the staples may not reach 
the heartwood, Split posts 
may be set so that the 
staples may be driven di- 
rectly into the heartwood 
where they will hold long 
after the sapwood has 
rotted away. s 

When a poet is treated) 
with a perservative, such 
- as creosote, then the round 
post is best, with tbe ex- 
ception of the red oak. 
The heartwood on other 
trees, especially white oak, 
red gum, Douglos fir, and 
soutbern yellow pine, will 
not absorb much cf the 
preservative even under 
high pressure, although the 
softer sapwood readily ab- 
sorbs the protective creo- 
sote. Either the heart- 
wood or sapwood of the 
red oak absorbs the preser- 
vative.

PACIFIC FIR GOES 
TO NEW YORK FAIR 


NEW YORK (Special).—"Good old 
Douglas fr” from the Pacific North- 
west will provide the foundations for 
the most jar of wonders at 
the New York World's Fair of 1939. 

This was learned when the Fair 
Corporation offices in the Empire 
State building announced the pur- 
chase of more than $100,000 worth 
of fir pilings from the National Pole 
Treating Company. This particular 
lot of fir sticks will be driven into the 
ash fill of the 1216%-acre exposition 
site to guarantee the support of the 
two unique structures forming the 
‘Theme Centre of the “Nation's Fair.” 
‘These are the 200-foot Perisphere, @ 
globe seemingly supported on the wa- 
ters of fountains, and the Trylon, a 
700-foot triangular needle or beacon 
and broadcasting tower. 

Shipments of the 1260 sticks, 95 to 
99 feet in length. are taking place this 
month, after creosote treatment has 
been accorded them either at the Na- 
tional Pole and Tresting Company's 
plant at Hillyard, Washington, or at 
the Minneapolis yards. 

This is the Fair's second purchase 
of fir from Northwest sources. An 
order for 770 sticks of similar length 
was filled early this year from Ore- 
gon cuttings This earlier shipment of 
piling supports the Fair's $900,000 
Administration Building slready 
erected on the grounds.

NEW YORK (Special).—The State of New York, 
it is disclosed in architectural drawings made pub- 
lic, will be represented officially at the New York 
World's Fair of 1939 by ‘a $1,600,000 combined 
marine amphitheatre and exhibit building of many 
distinctive features largely designed for the pres- 
entation of master stage spectacles and compelling 
exhibits by state departments and 62 counties. 
accompanying photograph shows how a 
total of 16,500 spectators can be afforded unob- 
structed view of an “Island stage of magnificent 
proportions set 100 feet off-shore in an exposition 
lagoon and to be screened, between acts, by sheets 
of water blown by compressed air from the lake 
and made doubly effective by the projection upon 
them of light and color. Above and behind the tier 


of seats shown is & broad promenade 300 feet long 
which will afford a view of the whole exposition 
and the 280 acres of lake-shore amusement zone. 

The insert shows the exhibit pavilion facade and 
the forward position of the grand reception hall 
above which will be a circular auditorium seating 
1000 persons. Under the amphitheatre, on two floor 
levels, 70,000 square feet of space is provided for 
New York State exhibits.

Tge fact that increased 
use of . fertilizer on wheat 
bas been limited some- 
what to araas east of the 
MississippiRiver and to 
Missouri is accounted for 
by the longer period during 
which these areas have 
been farmed and by the 
limited moisture supply in 
the States farther west, 

Virginia, West Virginia, 
and North Carolina farm 
ers have fouad that they 
ean hardly afford to grow 
wheat without using fer- 
tilizer. At the experiment 
station at Blackspurg, land 
that received no fertilizer 
for 22 years produced an 
average of only 6.4 bushels 
of wheat to the acre. 
With superphosphate alone 
the yields averaged 19.3 
bushels, and with complete 
fertilizer 23.9 bushels per 
acre, 

In an eight year exper'- 
ment at Staunton, the 
yield of wheat without 
fertilizer averaged 11.4 
bushels, but without 400 
pounds of complete fer- 
tilizer to the acre the yield 
averaged 213 bushels 

In a general fertility ex- 
perimentin West Virginia 
lasting over two rotations, 
fertiiizer produced an in- 
crease of 15.7 bushels of 
wheat per acre. Farmers

Nineteen - thirty - seven 
has witnessed great strides 
in the progress of the ag- 


ricultural marketing co- 
operative movement in 
many sections of the 
country. 


Through cooperative 
action old markets have 
been stabilized, new mark- 
ets have been explored, 
producing methods have 
been improved, and in 
some instances price rises 
in line with the general 
upward trend of all prices 
have been negotated by 
farm groups.

Dairy Products hoot 


In Front Rank 


Dairying is the most important 
branch’of Agriculture in the State 
and is worth approximately $32,- 
000,000 to Virginia farmers at the 
present time. There are approxi- 
mately 200,000 farms in the State, 
including the farms of less than 
ten acres, and milk cows were re- 
ported on 148,000 farms or 75 per 
cent of the total. 

‘The dairy industry is well dis- 
tributed throughout the State, but 
there are some sreas, particularly 
in the counties near Washington, 
Richmond and Roanoke, where 
milk production is on a large scale. 
‘The accompanying map shows at 
@ glance the number of cows 
milked in the various courities 
throughout the State. 

Milk cows have had an impor- 
tant part in Virginia agriculture 
since the establishment of the 
Colony at Jamestown. Even as 
early as 1627 there were nearly 
5,000 cattle in the Colony, the 


VIRGINIA 





greater number of which were mille 
cows. By 1649, the number of 
cattle in the colony had increased 
to about 20,000 head. 

As the Colony continued to grow 
and progress the rumber of milk 
cows increased, for in these days 
practically every farm or planta- 
tion kept cows to supply milk for 
home uf. Even in the towns and 
villages most families had their 
own milk cows. Gradually, however, 
farmers on the outskirts of the 
towns began to sell milk to resi- 
dents who found it inconvenient to 
keep cows. 

Early Days 

Because of the lack of facilities 
for cooling and because of slow 
transportation milk could not be 
shipped any great distance and 
dairies were necessarily located 
within a few miles of the place 
in which the milk was sold. In 
the early days each farmer dis- 
tributed his own milk and only in 
the latter part of the 19th cen- 
tury were central plants developed 
where the farmer could deliver his 
milk for distribution to the con- 
sumer. 

‘The number of cows on farms

increased gradually until the be- 
ginning of th®¥ War between the 
States, then there was a decline 
for about ten years, after which 
the number of cows has been stead- 
ily increasing. The Census of 1870 
reported 210,000 cows on farms 
and by 1880 the number had in- 
creased to 235,000. 


Huge Increase 

At the beginning of the 20th 
Century there were approximately 
280,000 cows on Virginia farms 
and milk production was over 
105,000,000 gallons per year. At 
the present time there are about 
420,000 cows on farms and pro- 
duction is nearly 150,000,000 gal- 
ions, an increase of almost 50 per 
cent. The value of milk produced 
during the year 1900 was about 
$14,000,000. 

About this time dairying began 
to develop as a special industry 
and many farmers became com- 
mercial dairymen. In 1907 the 
State Dairymen’s Association was 
formed at the Jaméstown Exposi- 
tior with thirteen members.

From 1920 to 1930 a number of 
milk plants were established—m

selling milk. Although these farms 
represented only 6 per cent of the 
total number of farms with cows, 
they produced about 30 per cent of 
the total supply of milk. The vatue 
of milk reached itr peak in 1929 
with $42,500,000, which was about 
three times the value in 1900. 
During the depression, farm 
milk prices declined as did far- 
mers’ returns from all commodi- 
ties but milk prices decreased less 
than most other farm prices. In 
1929, milk accounted for 11.2 per 
cent of the value of all farm com- 
modities produced in Virginia; in 
1932, at the bottom of the agricul- 
e 





tural depression, milk’s percentage 
had increased to 184 per cent. 
This is an indication of the rela- 
tively more favorable prices far- 
mers were receiving for milk than 
were obtained by farmers genet 
ally for other farm products. Ever 
in 1935 when all farm product 
sold at better unit prices, milk stil 
accounted for 14.7 per cent of the 
value of all Virginia farm prod- 
ucts, compared witb but 11.2 per 
cent in 1929. Milk har been a re-

Fluid Milk importast 
Because of the safeguards nec- 
essary to prevent contamination, 
and the high degree of perish- 
ability, it costs the farmer more 
per quart to produce milk that 
will qualifg for resale in fuid 
form. Likewise, it costs the milk 
company more to pasteurize, 
bottle and deliver this milk. 
Therefore, both the farmers and 
the milk company receive their 
bighest prices for milk sold ix 
fluid form. 

‘The per capita consumption of 
fluid milk increased during the! 
“Twenties”. The depression, ac- 
companied by less money in the 











vice, along with the farmers’, is 
not only admirably regular io 
periods of emezgency—created by 
flood or blizrard — it is often 
heroic. Recently the Milk Indus- 
try Foundation inaugurated the 
Pasteur medal awards for distin- 
guished service by producers or 
milk company employees in per- 
forming their often unsung, but 
yet all-important delivery tasks. 

Important as this fluid milk 
@ivision of the industry ts, only 
about 14 of our 47 billion quarts 
of milk are consumed in fluid 
form or as cream in American 
towns and cities. What happens 
to the remainder? 

How Buch Is Used 

Butter takes the equivalent of 
15 billion quarts of milk a year. 
The cheese manufacturers need 
billion quarts “more; various 
forms of canned milk use about 
2 billion quarts and ice cream 
manufacturers about a round bil- 
on. Another 500 million quarts 
go into the miscellaneous milk 
by-products. 

Of course, these usage figures 
vary some from year to year as 
consumption of different milk pro- 
ducts increases or decreases, but 
as round figures these are suf- 
ficiently accurate. 

‘The more careful reader may 
notice that the milk usage listed 
above only totals 35 billion quarts. 
Subtracting from 47 billion leaves 





12 still to be accounted for. This 


























12 billion quarts do not leave the 
farm. They are used “on the 
premises” for milk and cream, to 
make butter and to feed to calves 
and other livestock. Considering 
that calves are the future milk 
producers, they are certainly en- 
titled to their cut. 


Milk Provides Most Farm Cash 


Because of the large amount of| 


milk going into these milk prod- 
ucts, the prices farmers receive 
for this milk, which are based 
on the selling prices of the prod- 
ucts thémselves, are most tm- 
portant. The Milk-Industry Foun- 
dation reports that the average 
price U. S. producers receive for 
milk used to make butter jumped 
80 percent from 1932 to 1936; milk 
used to make cheese advanced 75 
percent and the condensery price 
also increased 75 percent. 

These increases, slong with a 
higher farm price for milk used 
for bottling, resulted in an in- 
crease of §432,000,000 in the size 
of dairy farmers’ milk checks from 
1932 to 1936. All told the farm 
income from milk amounts to 
nearly one-fifth of the total agri- 
cultural income of the nation Milk 
is the American farmer's largest 
single source of cash. 

Per Capita Consumption 

America’s dyearly per 
consumption of milk and dairy 
products—which the dairy indus- 
try ts trying to increase— is esti- 
mated to be as follows: Milk (in- 
cluding cream) 160 quarts; butter, 


18 pounds; cheese, 6 pounds; ice!

Americans now eat twice as 
much cheese as they did twe 
decades ago. Although still far 
down in world ranking as 2 
nation of cheese eaters, the ia- 
creased popularity and new uses 
for cheese perfected by the cheese 
manufacturers bid fair to keep 
| this upward trend in consumption 
| mounting rapidly in the future.

Dairying Has Wide Appeal 


And Produces Steady Income 


Although the greater part of the 
milk produced in Virginia is sold 
for consumption as fluid milk, a 
considerable portion is used in the 
manufacture of butter, ice cream, 
condensed, evaporated and pow- 
dered mille. 

The commercial manufacture of 
these products commenced about 
1910. In 1909 only 159,999 pounds 
of creamery butter were made tn 
the State. By 1945 the quantity 
had increased to 1,297,000 pounds, 
and ten years latef over 3,000,C00 
pounds were produced. Production 
continued to increase and reached 
6,300,000 pounds in 1936. 

In 1915 there were only twenty- 
seven small creameries throughout 
the State, whereas in 1936 forty-

six crameries operated within the 
State and over 1,500,000 pounds of 
butterfat were shipped to cream- 
eries in surrounding States. Com- 
mercial ice cream production in 
1915 was only 253,000 gallons, By 
1920 this had increased to more 
than 2,000,000 gallons and fast 
year 3,500,000 gallons were made. 

The commercial manufacture of 
cheese has not been successful in 
this State as producers have been 
able to obtain better returns 
through other methods of manufac- 
turing. However, the production 
of cottage cheese, which was neg- 
ligible prior to 1928, increased rap- 
idly and fast year amounted to 
more than 400,000 pounds. 

‘The production of condensed and 
evaporated milk has shown & 
rapid increase since 1923, when 
less than 1,000,000 pounds were 
produced. By 1936 production had 
increased to 13,500,000 pounds, and 
twelve plants were in operation. 

While production of creamery 
butter has been increasing each | ; 
year, by far the greater part of 
the butter produced in the State 
is still made on the farms, The 
Census reported 26,651,000 pounds 
of farm butter in 1909 and 22,441,- 
000 pounds in 1934.

This came about 
because more farmers were at+ 
tracted to dairying as milk pro- 
vided & more steady. and a better 
source of income than most of the 
other types of farming. 

‘The high point in cow numbers 
around 1933 and +934 could not 
help but increabe milk production 
when purchasing power in cities 
was low, Under these circum- 
stances, the farm price of milk de- 
clined. But the farmer's income 
from milk did not suffer as much 
4s the income of farmers gener- 
ally. 

Now city people are able to buy 
milk and the outlook for dairying 
seems favorable.

Under the pinch of low 
income, farmers in tbe past 
have been forced to over- 
crop their soil by keeping 
every possible acre in cash 
crops which deplete the soil 
and subject it to ero-ion. 

It is estimated that land 
permanently ruined by 
erosion within the last 100 
years in the United States 
is equal in area to all the 
farmland in two of the 
large midwestern agricu'- 
tural states. If all this soil 
destruction had occured in 
those two states, the ruin 
would have been more im- 
pressive but not less costly 
to the Nation. 

The practice in some 
farming areas of continu- 
ally growing a single cash 
crop with rarely a compen- 
sating soil-building crop in 
rotation, or as a cover crop, 
has so reduced the fertility 
that it is impossible for the 
farmers in those areas to 
maintain an equitable 
standard of living. 

Goals provided in the 
19388 AAA programs are 
planned to bring about a 
better balanced system of 
farming and to promote 
conservation of the soil 
which incidentally will pro- 
tect business and the con- 
sumer as well as the farmer 
from widely - fiuctuating 
prices. 

These goa's, in the form 
of definite acreages of soil 
depleting crops and a defi- 
nite amount of soil-bui ding 
practices, will provide 
abundant supplies of all 
crops for domestic needs 
ond export, without the 
large surplusses that ruin 
prices; and at the same 
time the program encour- 
ages practices to conserve 
soil fertility. 

The new conservation 
program, like previous pro- 
grams of the AAA, is ex- 
pected to raise and sustain 
farm income in these ways: 

Firat, by ke2ping down 
burdensome surplus. there- 
by influencing the prices of 
and income from farm pro- 
ducts; second, by encour- 
aging more extensive use of 
efficient farming metbods; 
third, by providing conser- 
vation payments to farm 
ers; and fourth, by making 
the land able to produce 
more, when and if needed.

telephone company. 

Itis expected that the 
service will be started eerly 
ia 1938. 

Upon completion of the 
1ew system, telepbone ser- 
vice aili be possible at any 
10nr of the day or night 
petween any land telephone 
and any water craft which 
[13 equipped with transmit- 
ting and redeiving appa- 
jratus and is within ranqe 
\of the lund radiv telephone 
Station, to be located near 
Norfoik. The range of the 
land station will inciude 
Hampton Roads, the lower 
Chesapeak Bay area and 
nearby coastal waters. 

Estabiisbment of this 
service will give Norfolk a 
coastal harbor commupi- 
cations system similar to 
those now operating in the 
vicinity of Boston, New 
York, and Miami. 

Coastal harbor radiotele- 
phone service 1s much the 
same as regular telephone 
service. The telephone in- 
sttuwent on shipboard is 
similar to that used ip 
reguiar telephone com- 
wuuication.

Hampton Roads, includ- 
ing the ports of Norfolk 
and Newport News, has ap 
proximately 50 miles of 
shore frontage of which 
about 30 miles have been 
developed and improved 
for commercial purposes. 
Approximate'y 22,000 tons 
of commerce are handled 
in this area annually. 
Railway transportation 
facilities are provided by 
eight truck line railroads. 
Futy-two overseas steam- 
ship compan:es and nine 
coastal and intercoastal 
companies, operating a 
total of 1,160 boats have 
regular sailings from these 
ports, Coastal shipping 
companies include tbree 
coal companies operating 
38 colliers between Norfo.k 
and New England ports.

Aid Given 1,062,000 Persons 
Through Set-Up 
By Agency 


‘The elasticity and scope of Red 
Cross disaster work is shown in a 
recent report on Red Cross relief 
measures during the unperalleled 
Obio‘Mississipp! Valley flood of this 
year. 

At the height of the emergency 
Red Cross relief offices were estab- 
lished in 182 inundated counties and 
in 146 counties where refugees were 
cared for, the report stated. Eight 
regional headquarters offices con- 
trolled the 328 county offices, and 
wore in turn supervised hy the Na- 
tional Red Cross in Washington, 
D.C. 

A statistical summary of persons 
aided by the organization indicates 
that the floods constituted the great- 
eat peacetime emergency ever faced | 
by the nation. The Red Cross gave} 
some form of assistance to 1,062,000 
men, women and children. From j 
January to August hundreds of/ 
trained workers helped by thou- 
sands of volunteers administered to 
the sufferers. 

A Red Cross rescue fleet of 5400 / 
Doate was organized, according to 
the report. Emergency hospitals es- 
tablished totaled 300 and 3600 nurees 
were assigned to flood duty. In more 
than 1,000 refugee centers the vic- 
tims of the flood were sheltered, 
clothed and fed. Through the Red 
Cross medical-health program and 
the fork of public health agencies 
sickness was kept to normal for the 
time of year in ell inundated areas. 

Because of its disaster experience 
the Red Cross was directed by the 
President of the United States, who 
ip also president of the Red Cross, 
to coordinate the effort of all federal 
flood relief groups. Government and 
Red Cross officials met daily at the 
Red Cross headquarters building in 
Washington to plan relief measures 
and prevent duplication of effort. 

“We were fortunate In having 56 
years of disaster relief experience 
to call upon in meeting the emer- 
gency,” Admiral Cary T. Grayson, | 
chairman of the Red Cross, sald. | 

It was found that 97,000 families 
composed of 436,000 persons had to 
bave their resources supplemented | 
or an entirely new start provided by 
the Red Cross, the report stated. | 
Red Cross emergency and rehabill- | 
tation assistance was as follows: 
rescue, transportation and shelter 
for 62,000 families: food, clothing 
and other maintenance for 193,000 
families; building and repair for 
27,000 families; household goods for 
90,000 families; medical, nursing | 
and sanitation help for 15,000 famt- | 
Mes; agricultural rehabilitation for | 
10,000 families: other occupational | 
aid for 3,000 familles and other 
types of relief for 4,000 families. 

“Credit for this largest peace-time | 
relfef operation in the history of the | 
nation must go to the American peo- | 
ple who contributed a Red Oross re- 
Mef fund of more than $25,000,000," 
Admiral Grayson sald. 

During the year the Red Cross| 
gave ald to the victims of 105 other | 
disasters in 26 states, Alaska end 
the District of Columbia. The Red 
Cross financed the majority of these 
relief operations from money con- 









ber, since it is only in case of large; 
scale disasters that a national drive 
for relief funds is made. |

‘\Land With Topsoil 


Loses Less Soil 
And Produces 


More Corn 

At one of the soil-erosion 
experiment stations of the 
soil Conservation Service. 
two plots equal in size and 
similar in soil, slope, and 
other natural character- 
isties were laid out. Ail 
tbe topsoil was removed 
from one p'ot and both 
were planted to corn. 
Measurements of yields 
and the amount of soil and 
water lost from each plut 
were made over a period 
of 3 years. 

Resuits compiled by the 
Service show {that erosion 
removed 19 more tons of 
soil per acre each year 
from the sub-soii plot than 
from the plot with the 
original surface soil, dtd 
that 5 percent more water 
ran off the subsoil plot. 
Over the 3-year period the 
corn yield from the sub- 
soil piot was only one-fifth 
that of the other plot, 

During tbe experiment 
ap average of 89 tons of 
soil per acre was lost each 
year fiom the plot with 
original surface soil in 
place. The subsoil pot 
‘ost 108 tons of soil per 
acre, More than 7 inches 
of soil woud be removed 
in lees than 20 years at 
this rate of erosion,
